What Size Should A Rug Be? 

A RUG that is too small makes a room 
appear smaller and spoils any possi- 
bility for a pleasing arrangement of furni- 
ture. Not more than a foot and a half of floor 
space should show around your rug; and 
the popular trend is to show even less space, 
thus giving a more spacious appearance. 

Owing to the limited number of sizes 
offered by rug stores, many women are 
obliged to select rugs not suited to the room. 

The Olson Rug Co. have entirely elimi- 
nated the necessity of using misfit rugs by 
weaving special sizes and extra large rugs 
to fit any room. 

Think what this means: a beautiful, re- 
versible deep-textured Olson Rug, made to 
your order at one-third less than any ordi- 
nary sized one-sided store rug.

used, scatter rugs may be thrown over the 
large rug for protection in front of daven- 
port, easy chair or fireplace, and at 
thresholds, giving a colorful note of interest. 
Scatter rugs must be laid straight with walls. 

A Few Fundamental Rules 

ALWAYS keep the floor deepest in color 
m\ value, the walls lighter, and the ceiling 
lightest of all — a combination which merely 
satisfies the human desire to have the base 
of any structure the strongest. 

Every room should have a center of inter- 
est — either in the wall, wall coverings, hang- 
ings or rugs. If you select a richly figured 
rug, it will be more harmonizing to have the 
walls and hangings conservative in pattern. 
Plain and two-tone rugs however, may be 
used anywhere. They are in excellent taste. 
Many of the finest homes are furnished with 
them throughout. 

In your living room, place your furniture 
in friendly, conversational groups arranged 
for easy use. Avoid placing chairs stiffly 
along the walls. Enliven your rooms with a 
colorful chair, lamp shades and pillows. 

A room that is large can stand a boldly 
figured rug and plenty of color. A small 
room, however, gives the impression of being 
larger if the rug has only a small delicate 
design, or none at all. To make small rooms 
appear larger, bring the rug to within six 
inches of the wall and keep walls light.
